1 IN COURSE OF CONVERSATION, LADY KHAMA TOLD AMBASSADOR 
THAT SHE AND PRESIDENT SIR SERETSE KHAMA WILL ATTEND ZAMBIAN 
INDEPENDENCE CELEBRATIONS. 

2. ZAMBIAN HIGH COMMISSIONER YETA CONFIRMED TO THE 
AMBASSADOR THAT PRESIDENT WILL GO ZAMBIA FOR INDEPENDENCE 
DAY CELEBRATIONS. HE ADDED THAT KING MOSHOESHOE OF LESOTHO 
AND KING SOBHUZA OF SWAZILAND AND OTHER CHIEFS OF STATE FROM 
"NEIGHBORING" COUNTRIES HAD ALSO BEEN INVITED. 

3. YETA SAID THE UNDERLYING REASON FOR INVITING SO MANY 
AFRICAN LEADERS WAS TO PROVIDE A FORUM FOR EXCHANGE OF VIEWS 
AND POLICY PRONOUNCEMENTS ON PROBLEMS IN SOUTHERN AFRICA 
WITH A VIEW TO GAINING MORE SUPPORT FOR PEACEFUL CHANGE 
TOWARD MAJORITY RULE AND HUMAN DIGNITY. 

4. COMMENT: KING SOBHUZA SELDOM TRAVELS ABROAD, AND
